The motion was based on ree¢-
ommendation of county manager
Wayne Allen, who revealed that
economies would have to be
practiced to prevent a greater
deficit in the Indigent Relief
funds. Darby stated that fi-
nances would have to come from
every available source in cover-
ing the lack of budget provisions
for indigent relief for the fiscal
year, 1949-50,

Large expenditures which have
already exceeded the budget pro-
visions, are endangering the
general reserve funds and may
result in depletion of the sur-
plus. Such depletion would force
an increase in the tax rate for
the coming year.
